THE STATE RAILWAYS. 


Since the days of the great Mohamed Aly 
the name of Cairo has been: linked with the 
history of the progress of electrical science 
by the fact that not only was the electric light 
installation which he had erected in his gardens 
at Shoubra the first to be erected in Africa, 
bat it even placed Cairo ahead of London 
and Paris themselves in this respect. Now, 


jafter the lapse of many years, Cairo has 


again secured for itself a place in the history 
of. electrical: science, having established it 
record as the first town or station in the 
African continent to- adopt electricity as ar 
aid in the signalling of its railways. This 
was done on Satarday last, when Mr. James 
Panter, the chief of the Signalling Depart. 
ment of the State Railways Administration, 
presided with his accustomed vim and tireless 
energy at the inauguration of the first section 
of the new electric-pneamatic signalling instal- 
lation’ that has just been completed under 
his supervision. 

As our readers are aware, the - Railway 
Commission which lately issued its report upon 
the administration of the State Railways, in 
& somewhat doubtful and hesitating Way, ex 
pressed the opinion that this new installation 
Was an unnecessary Inxury, but we are satisfied 


cially call for its application,to see that Cairo is 
a station which orgently required the adoption 


"of this or some nearly eqnivalent system. It 


ia of course quite outside ‘ot our scope to go 

into anything like technical. detaila here, bat 

we may say that, taking only one of the great 

advantages that tlie system offers, oar readers 

can judge for themselves_of its utility, The 

advantage to which we refer is the economy of 

space. Cairo station is, owing to: the pecaliar 

circumstances under which it has developed 
| from ita first primitive and very limited form, 
‘ from the railway mai*s point of view, a moat 
awkward station. ‘The main throagh line con- 
necting the Lower and Upper Egypt lines winds 
from the terminus platform to the riverside in 
a serpentine fashion that opposes great diffi. 
culty to effective signalling; and to make the 
matter worse, to provide for its constantly 
growing need of room for locomotive sheds, 
carriage depots, goods platforma, sidings, 
repairing shops, and other necessary and 
absolutely .indispensable conveniences of the 
service, it has had to branch off from this main 
line a numbér of sidings and line. leading to 
these various sheds and deppte, etc., both above 
and below the terminus platforms, every avail- 
able inch of space baing utilised ia some form 
or other. The station has thus become a long, 
straggling, winding line with a nomber cf bran- 
ches springing fromitand leading tolargeareas of 
auxiliary lines, and thos in addition to the 


eighty or so passenger trains arriving or start- 
Tog from Uae vermiluue, mere is Gu cunt 


e-day and most of the night a restless buatl- 
ing to and fro of engines and carriages and 
goods wagons passing from one part of the 
station to another in accordance with the 
exigencies of the service, and all this traffic 
has to be conducted under grave difficulties as 
to the signalling dae to the irregalar carving 
of the lines and the resulting impossibility of 
eogine-drivers seeing signals ontil quite close 
to them. his fact alone chows now necessary 
itis in this station to adopt the most efficient 
method of signalling attainable. Bat to this 
mplexity a most important feature of the 
ase to be added, i : 
main lines and auxiliary branches have. This 
is so. small indeed as to be almost prohibitive 
of any attempt to provide effectiv: signalling 
by the use of the ordinary mechanical ap- 
paratus, for this demands a-yery large amount 
of space, the necessary connecting rods, etc, 
for the working of the points and signals at 
some spots needing almost ss much ground 
space as the lines themaelves. Here the 
advantage of the electric-pnenmatic system 
speaks for itself, for by this system, instead of 
a series of iron rods occupying at least as many 
feet ot space in width as there are rods, the 
electric system employs only an air pipe and 
an electric cable carrying the necessary wires, 
all of which can be laid in an accessible and - 
secureform in the space of a little more than 
what a couple of iron connecting rods would — 
require. This fact -alone quite justifies the 
adoption of this system tor Cairo station. 
There are several other advantages that this 
‘ystem cf signalling offers, but spaca forbida 
our dealing with these at present, and the same 
imperative reason -prevents our attempting td 
give-our readers avy idea of the natare, sons- 
traction, or working of the apparatus it em- 
ploys. This however we hope to be >, {do 


in connection with the completion gf 12e 
installation, which is now not very far $ff, anc 
wer.“ therefore nowcontent ourselves with 
congratulatu; the Administration upon the 
saccess that has attended its enterprise and 
apon the efficiency ot its “Signalling Depart- 
ment, which, under the direction of ita chiaf, 
whois a specially trained expert in railway 
signalling, is very evidently accomp, ‘shing very 
valuable work. Itis, we believe, an secepted 
axiom of railway work in the present dag that 
the efficiency of the services’ rendered by* any 
given line must to a very large extent \be 
dependent upon the efliciency of its signallixy 
this efficiency ‘being, when all bas been sa:! 
and done, the .one really possible means a 
increasing the working power of a line, since it 
is obviously useless for a railway administra- 
tion to provide extry power or vehicles to meet 
increasing traffic, if, owing to defective of 
insofficient signalling, the tree movement 0 
these is impeded as it must be when the 
signalling ie not up to the highest modera 
standard in all respects.

ALLEGED FRONTIER DISPUTE. 


AUTHORITATIVE DENIAL-OF RUMOUR 


We ara, officially authorised to contradict 
the rumour emanating from Constantinople as 
to an alleged frontier dispnte between the 
Egyptian avd Torkish Governments. The 
Egyptian Government is not constracting a 
wilitary post at the farther end of the bay of 
Bomba, 250 kilometres to the wost of Sollom.

and by arresting or insulting Egyptian visitors 
to Syria and the Tarkish porta.

Such was the obill and draught, so wide- 
spread the coughing and sneezing, that even 
the Bedouin dresses, the shepherds, the ad- 
jurations to the sun and dasert,” etc., could 
not hide the presence of winter—nor could 
we catch more than about two fifths ofthe 
play. It is the well-known Antar story, sen- 
timentalized, for the real Antar was a great 
fighter, had a reasonably long married life, 
and died in battle, As a play the piece 
hangs fire from time to time, and does not 
quite ‘fit’ here and there, in its various 
stages. So far as we could hear them, there 
were some good lines and fine phrases, chiefly 
in the longer passages; in dialogue the author 
occasionally tripped, and even tumbled down 
now and again. M. Darsgon’s figure and 
voice wera highly suitable. Mme Moreno was 
less successfal, rather strident at times, and 
if we may venture so far, not nearly so 
attractive as usual, not being a bronette by 
nature. M. Monteux’s measured, almost drawl- 
ing,’ tones were effective, moch more so than 
the sustained war cries of the others. These 
three are undoubtedly a class above the rest 
in their knowledge of the voice and its re- 
sources—not necessarily its force. We hope to 
see Mr. Chekri Ganem’s play again onoe, or 
twice, if possible under quieter conditions, 
so as to form a more adeqnate opinion. After 
all an oriental production should obtain more 
attention than the average 1850 drama which 
so often holds the Cairo stage.

EXPORTS OF CIGARETTES. 

The total quantity of c'garettes exported 
from Egypt last month was 60,475 kilos, as 
compared with 54,035 kilos in November of 
last year, an increase of 6,440 kilos. The 
exports for the eleven months of the year 
totalled 680,046 kilos, which is an increase of 
70,816 kilos on the figures for tha same period 
of 1904. Coming to importing countries, the 
largest increase was under the head of Germa- 


ny, which increased her importa by 47,388 | 


kilos. The next largest increase was in the case 
of France (10,829 kilos). Other increases are 
shown under the heads of British possessions 
in the Far East, AustriaHongary, China, 
Holland, Italy, Sweden and Norway, ete. 
England imported 7,118 kilos less than last 
year,and other countries which showed decreases 
were Belgiom, Spain, Portogal, £ witzerland, 
Americs, and British Mediterranean posses-

.POLICY OF THE DIRECTORS. 


‘THE UNEXPENDED CAPITAL. 


The ordinary general meeting of the Egyp- 
tian Delta Land and Investment Company, 
Limited, was held on the 21st inst. at Winches- 
ter House, Old Broad Street, E.C., Sir Auck- 
land Colvin, K C.8.I., K.C.M.G., O.LE. (chair- 
man of the company), presiding. 

The seoretary (Mr. F. J. Horne) having read 
the notice calling the meeting. 

The Chairman said: The accounts show 
that we have not yet effected any sales of 
land and that we still have a large proportion 
of our capital oninvested, but this must not 
be beld to mean that we could not either 
have sold our present holdings at a profit or 
incressed them to the full extent of our re- 
sources if we had felt it to our interest to 
do so. Weare not a merely speculative com- 
pany, buying and selling as opportanity may 
offer, or looking to snatch immediate profits 
as the means of our prosperity. We regard 
the company as having for ita object the 
placing of soand investments in land or similar 
property, which may require time to yield a 
good return, but which, with due care and 
development, are reasonably sure to give us 
adequate pr fits. Taking first the properties 
we have acquired, their development has de- 
pended and does depend in many cases upon 
the arrangements to be made by the Ezyptian 
State Railway or the Delta Light Railways, 
but these are now for the most part sofficient- 
ly known to enable this work to be taken in 
hand, and arrangements are being made 
accordingly. It is stated in the report that 
gpme 479 teddans or acres of land have been 
purchased It is necessary to explain that some 
45 feddans are favorably situated in Cairo, 
Tantah and other towns, while the rest may 
be regarded as suburban. In addition to these 
purchases we have aquired a 1-6th interest in 
a land purchase effected by another company, 
which is contiguot&s to a large area which again 
we hope to purchase in partnership when 
certain existing difficulties are removed.’ 
The earliest lots which we are abot 
to take in hand are those in Cairo and ita 
immediate vicinity, and here the company will 
shortly proceed to offer plots for sale for build- 
ing purposes and to build onitsown account. 
It is proposed to offer a few of the said plots 
for sale by auction, in the first instance at a 
low upset price, but if certain p jes we 
have purchased in the neighbourhood of the 
Helouan Railway prove as attractive as we 
have reason to hope, we may expeet substantial 
profits ffom™ their development. This may 
probably involve our building some villa resi- 
dences, or aiding purchasers to erect their 
own buildings thereon. In Cairo and other 
important towns it will also probably prove 
most advantageous to baild shops and offices 
and flatson land which we have purchased. 
These will certainly procure good rentals. A 
considerable portion of our unexpended capital 
is thus likely to be brought into use, but the 
main reason of this being. so much larger at 
present than was anticipated is chiefly because 
greater delay than we could have expected has 
occurred inthe definite making over tothe Delta 
Light Railways of the Menonfieh Provinces. As 
you are probably aware,'the price of land in our 
sphere of operations has increased so rapidly 
since this company started that whatever 
might prove to be its ultimate value it 
was clear to us that no immediate profit 
could be reckoned upon by purchases effect- 
ed daring a period of inflation, and the 
directors have hesitated to lock up funds for 
an indefinite period with the possibility of a 
considerable reaction in the property market. 
You will have observed from the profit and 
loss account that the workiog charges of the 
company have been kept very low, but wo 
consider that the time has now arrived when 
the Land Company should somewhat enlarge 
its staff, and some further appointments will 
have to be made to cope with the work now to 
be entered upon. I may add thatunder arrangé- 


ments made by the Egyptian ta §Light 
Railways your financial year will inate in 
fatore at March 31st, 0 the next ants will 


be for a half-year only, and will be present- 
ed to you six months hence, when thope there 
will be increased signs of progress. I now move: 

“That the report of the directors dated 
December Ist, 1905, together with statement 
of accounts and balance-sheet for the year 
ended September 30th, 1905, be and they are 
hereby approved, confirmed and adopted.” 

Major W.I le Breton seconded the resolu- 
tion, and it was carried unanimously. 

Mr. Wilkins moved, “That the auditors to 
the company, Messrs. Frank Davies, Meredith 
and Oo., be re-elected for the ensuing year at a 
remuneration of fifteen guineas.”

SAMPLE CONSIGNMENT TRICK. 


We extract the following from an American 
commercial newspaper :— 

Last week we mentioned the unfortunate 
experience of one manofacturer in sending 
& prospective foreign customer a sample con- 
signment of machinery. Another instance of 
the sane kind has just come to notice. This 
isa case where an Egyptian firm, showing what 
purported to be genuine recommendations from 
the British Consul at Cairo and others, induced 
an American manufacturer to ship him on 
consignment one machine for sample purposes. 
The shipment was sent forward in the usual 
way, no conditions being imposed upon the 
Egyptian before he. obtained delivery of the 
goods, except the implied obligation to display 
the machine in operation and use it as a means 
to developing the trade. 

After the machine reached its destination 
the manofactarer was unable by any system 
of correspondence yet known to obtain an 
acknowledgment of its arrival ontil he threat- 
ened to bring the matter to the attention of 
the Cairo banks and the British Consal in that 
city. This threat brought forth the long 
deferred acknowledgment, supplemented by the 
explanation that the Egyptian had had no time 
to install the machine and that he did not 
understand how it was to be.vsed anyway. 
The wily Oriental promised to deliver it over to 
apycne appointed by the manafacturer. The 
latter quickly made arrangements for the 
delivery. of the machine to an American firm 
with Egyptian connections and this house 
at anea sat ont to capture the gooda. 

Upon presenting its order for the goods it 
was.told that the goods would be delivered 
upon‘ the payment of some $ 50 or more to 
cover various vague and uncertain expenses, 
such as warehouse charges, customs dues, eto, 
The manofacturer now has the option of 
contributing this amount to the Egyptian’s 
bank account or suffering a total loss on the 
transaction. This-incident servee only as one 
more illustration to honest importers of the 
reason why American manufacturers look with 
suspicion upon all sample consignment invi- 
tations received from whatever soarce.

FULL SOUTH, 


This .depends partly upon the month in| 
which you leave Egypt, for Cairo in January 
may be a little warmer than the Riviera, and 
possibly not so warm as Sicily, but in March 
it will be warmer than Rome, and more uni- 
formly warm than many other places in Europe 
Many people leave Egypt far too early in the 
year, for as arule the weather in April and 
May is perfect. ‘he warnest place to go to 
on leaving Egypt is Sicily. 

Some will want to take into consideration 
the number of days to be spent at sea, and we 
therefore subjoin a list showing the time oc- 
cupied on each of the various routes between 
Egypt and the Continent of Europe. 


SICILY. 


The direct route to Sicily is by the Florio- 
{nbattino Co.'s steamers which leave Alex- 
andria weekly for MESSINA, where one takes | 
train to TAORMINA, one of the most charm- | 
ing and popular places on the island. Giardini | 
is the station at which to alight, and the drive | 
up to Taormina is most delightful, occupying 
about one honr. In and around the town is 
much to interest the visitor. The theatre is of 
Creek origin, but restored under the Romans. 
CATANTA is the starting place for the ascent 
of Etna and here also is a fine Cathedral. The 
Greek, Ruman, and Saracenic remains that | 
are found all over the island, are an endless 
sources of pleasure. SYRACUSE has an 
interesting history, having been a Greek 
city, which was designed by Demosthenes in 
B.c, 413, and taken by the Romans in.B.c. 212, 
when Archimedes was slain—his tomb is to be 


temple. PALERMO, with abont 300,000 
inhabitants, is the capital of the Island, and 
enjoys a delightful climate. Much of interest 
is to be found in this fine city. The Palazzo 
Reale is of Saracenic origin and close to it the 


| church of S. Giwannia degli Eremiti with its 


picturesqre cloisters, The Cathedral, Moseum, 
Botanic Gardens, Villa Giulia and Royal Park 
are also worth a visit. 


CENTRAL ITALY. 


The fine steamers of the North German 
Lloyd leave Alexandria every Wednesday 
during the season for Naples, the voyage 
being only 3 days.

The ITALIAN LAKES. 


VENICE is a 5 hours journey by raii from 
Milan, and one of the most delightful places 
imaginable to pass a quiet stay. The total 
absence of vehicular trathe strikes one as very 
strange ; no horse, cart, carriage or bicycle is 
to be seen, and yet there is the sound of life 
at every turn. the approach to Venice from 


the Adriatic is unlike that of any other sea-| moeq 


port. The town seems to be gtadnally, like 
Aphrodite, born of the'sea, no hills behind, no 
stretches of rock, but first the tops of Cam- 
paniles apres above the horizon, then slowly 
the whole glittering town rises like a fairy 
mirage out of the calm lagoon. 

Going northwards from Milan you make the 
tour of the beautiful Italian lakes. 

COMO, the birthplace of the younger Pliny, 
is reached in one-and-a-quarter hours by train 
by way of Monza : 

Boats leave Como frequently for the other 
towns on the lake, which is very beautiful, and 
the scenery on either side going up the lake is 
most enchanting. CERNOBBI is a charmin 
yd then come 7'remezzo, Cadenabbia, an 

enaggio with the prettily-situated town of 
B io opposite. The walk from T'remezzo 
along the shore of the lake to Menaggiois most 
enjoyable. A steam tram runs from Menaggio 
to Porlezza on Lake Lugano in three-quarters 
of an hour, then steamer to Lugano in two-and- 
three-quarter hoors. 


SWITZERLAND. 


Switzerland, the heart of Europe, has been 
described as “A cluster of delights and 

deurs.” 

LUGANO is some 20 miles from Como and 
reached by train in one-and-a-half hours. It has 
a populatien of peg airs and is charm- 
ingly situated on the Lake of Lugano, amidst 
lovely Italian scenery. Aroond it rise M. San 
Salvatore, M. de Caprino and M. Generoso. 

LOCARNO may be reached by rail from 
Bellinzona in forty minntes. This pretty town, 
situated at the top of Lake Maggiore, has a 
mild climate, and is an excellent winter resort. 
The church Madonna de! Sasso, situated above 
the town,is worth a visit, as it contains interest- 
in remtaek “Entombment,” by Ciseri, and 
“The Hie into Egypt,” by Bramantion. 
LUCERNE.—A striking picture on the Lake 
of Lucerne facing the Aigi and Pilatus and 
the snow-clad Alps. 

In and around the town the walks are 
charming, and the excursions to be made from 
Lucerne by boat, rail, etc., are very numerous. 

The be of Lucerne abounds in delightful 
excursions, those to the Rigi, Pilatus, Burgen- 
stock and Sonnenberg needing a ial visit 
each. Other excursions on the lake can be 
made by steamer, and the ever-changing 
scenery on the trip from Lucerne to Fluelen is 
a source of delight to the lover of nature. 

BRUNNEN, charmingly situated on the 
most beautiful part of the Lake of Lucerne, 
commands magnificent views of lake and 
‘mountain scenery. Along the Lake of Uri 
from Brunnen to Fluelen runs the famous 
Azentrasse. 

A delightful excursion from Lucerne is 
that to ENGELBERG, Take boat to Stansstad 
and from Stansstad it is about 1 hoor and 
40 min. by Electric Railway, with delightful 
scenery en route. The ascent off Titlis, is 
made from here,’ and the Eporanaic view of 
the Alps is grand; extending from Monte 
Rosa to the Black Forest, and from the 
Sintis to the Matterhorn. 

THE BERNESE OBERLAND.—INTER- 
LAKEN.a favourite summer resortand the best 
centre for making excursions in the Oberland, 
abounding in fine walks and views. There is 
a magnificent view of the Jungfrau from the 
Hoheweg, a fine avenue of walnut trees the 
chief resort of visitors. Interlaken is also not 
far from the famous {waterfalls, Giessbach; 
Trummelbach and Staubback. Then also the 
glaciers of Grindelwald and view from Murren 
“ S Sckynige Platte are sights not to be 


missed. . 

CHATEAU D’OEX. 3,500 ft. above the sea 
on the new Electric Railway between Montreux 
and Interlaken, surrounded by magnificent 
scenery, with pure dry air. Much frequented 
by English people in Summer and Winter. 


GREECE and IONIAN ISLES. 


Many le visit Greece after wintering 
in Bie ark is so easily reached from Alex- 
andria ; the climate in April is charming. The 
best steamers are those of the Khedivial Mail 
Co. and the Russian Steam Navigation Co. 

If possible tourists should arrange to be in 
Athens forthe Orthodox Easter in order to 
witness the Good Friday and Easter Eve 
ceremonies, and to be present at the dancing 
on the Easter Toesday festival held at Megara 
for which a special train is run from Athens. 

It is worth while to spend a few days in 
CORFU on account of the beauty of the 
scenery. There is also good snipe and quail 


shooting to be had.
